For years it is the labor of 
the immigrant that has supplied this 
need and unless we have a depend- 
able supply even the raw material 
upon which skilled labor itself de- 
pends will be lacking. 

“There are two other highly im- 
portant aspects of the question. One 
is selective immigration and another 
is immigrant assimilation. 

“Tf we admit immigrants we must 
accept only those who are potentially 
good citizens, and, having accepted 
them, we must provide the means 
that will make good citizens.” 

Sidetracked From Farms. 

Secretary Meredith's statement 
said: “Many thousands of immi- 
grants who came from farms In their 
home country and who are real lov- 
ers of the soil, have been sidetracked 
do 
not know how to go about It to get 
a foothold on the agricultural lad- 
der. 

“With the poor living conditions in 
the congested centers, these people 
are likely to become discontented. 
Often they are misplaced, working 
at occupations for which thy are un- 
fitted and struggling to make thelr 
wages meet the rising costs of exist- 
ance. Living in colonies in the cit- 
ies. learning nothing of our lan- 
ruage, customs and ideals, they may 
become the prey of agitators and 
form an element of unrest. 

“Large numbers of the discontent- 
ed elements can be transformed into 
agricultural workers if 
thev are told how to make the right
